FIRE HAZARDS 


Last week was Fire Prevention Week 

and a great deal of good material was 
used to observe it. But it won't hurt a 
bit if once more we draw attention to 
the ever present danger at this time of 
Veal. 
: following a lone. hot summer, and 
one of the longest dry spells in any fall, 
grass hedges, fences and most of our 
houses are tinder dry and ripe for any 
chance spark to start a veal blaze. When 
gardens are being cleaned up, and 
leaves are being burned, is well for 
the sake of the neighbors, if not for your 
own protection, to cast a glance at the 
wind. 

More than one indignant report has 
centred nvound the burning of grass on 
the last two Sunday mornings, when 
there was a fairly stiff wind both times, 
The indignation bears on recognition of 
the havoe Which would result should 
v grass fire of this nature ever get away 
in a igh wind. 

What with stoves and furnaces start- 
ing up, too, and the possibility of ashes 
bemg fanned into tlame by these winds, 
it behoves householders to make sure 
the ashes are dead before they are dump 
ed. The Tdwn Policeman reports scores 
of times when he has found small blazes 
in back alleys all set to liquidate fences 
and barns. 

The best way to fight fires is not to 
let them start.

“WIND-PROOFNG” 


Fach year at this season it seems

Even in a dry fall, such as this, 
summerfallows almost invariably 
are moist enough to plow. If plow- 
ing is done it must be deep enough 
to turn under the dust mulch that 


has accumulated, and so leave the 


top cloddy. Usually it is not safe | 


to depend on fall plowing on light 
soil or on clays, 

Listing is the only safe procedure 
on sandy or clay soils, and it is pre- 
ferred to plowing on the medium 
textured soils by most farmers. 
Listing can be done easily and 
cheaply by equipping a duck-foot 
cultivator with lister shovels which 
can be purchased from the imple- 
ment dealer. Only three to four 
shovels are required for a cultiva- 
tor ag listing furrows may be placed 
four feet apart. If a duck-foot cul 
tivator is not available a one-way 
disc can be converted into a lister 
by removing al but every fourth 
disc. Listing should be at right 
angles to the prevailing wind. 

The methods described have been 
used so many times with success 
that it is sheer carelessness to let 
fields drift. Every field should be
